No night bulletin was issued. but at 
I: o'clock this morning it was learned 
from Dr. Massoni that the condition of 
the Pontiff had not changed since the 
issue of the evening bulletin at 7:30 
o'clock, which announced that the 
patient's state was grave, and at which 
hour Dr. Lappon! bad declared his fear 
that there was no hope. but that the 
end might not come during this night. 
At midnight a report coming from the 
Vatican itself gained currency that 
Dr. Massoni had again operated on the 
Pope and extracted serum which had 
again gathered in the pieural cavity. 
The representative of the Associated 
Press immediately went to the illustri- 
ous surgeon and found him at his home 
at 1:30 o'clock this morning. Although 
extremely tired, Dr. Massoni allowed 
himself to be interviewed, and said: 

“It is untrue that a new operation 
has been performed. I was with the 
Pope from about 11 p.m. until after 
midnight, and found his general cond!- 
tion stationary, no change having 
taken place since the afternoon, when 
the consultation with Dr. Rosson! was 
held. To strengthen the patient's 
heart and help the circulation of the 
blood, I injected camphor and caffeine, 
after which the Pope, who seemed 
somewhat relieved, said he remembered 
being treated with raspie!l water on a 
camphor basis when he was nuncio at 
Brussels, sixty years ago.” 

In reply to a question, Dr. Mazzoni 
replied: “I really cannot say whether 
the serum in the pleural cavity has in- 
created since the consultation this 
evening, as I did, not examine His 
Holiness for such a purpose. It must 
be understood that the Pope its too 
frail to be handled like other people. 
Besides, his thorax, through old age, 
has become bent in such a way that 
the right side, where pneumonia was 
first detected, curves out in a very 
pronounced manner, while the left side 
curves in. In tomorrow's visit atten- 
tion will be especially centered on the 
progress in the secretion of serum. 
Then a decision will be taken as to 
whether a new operation is n sary.” 

Today, Dr. Rossoni, the distinguished 
specialist of the bacilli school, was 
called in a consultation lasting two 
hours, during which every phase of the 
patient's case was minutely gone over. 
The conclusions announced in the 7:30 
bulletin showed that liquid is again 
gathering in the pleural cavity, and 
that the Pope's general condition is 
very grave. Following the issuing of 
this bulletin, the doctors freely ex- 
pressed their personal convictions re- 
garding the extreme gravity of the case. 
Dr. Lapponi said, without qualifica- 
tion, that the patient's condition was 
beyond hope. He did not expect a final 
collapse tonight, but rather a gradual 
sinking until the end came. How long 
the sufferer may last, the doctors will 
not venture any prediction. Ordinary 
calculations, they say, fail to apply to 
this extraordinary case.

UNEXPECTED THUNDERBOLT. 
RELAPSE OF THE PATIENT. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

ROME, July 9.—({By Atlantic Cadle.] 
The news of the sudden relapse of the 
Pope. the consultation of physicians and 
the alarming bulletin which followed 
was an unexpected thunderbolt in what 
had already become, in the public feel- 
ing. an unclouded sky. The idea now 
prevails that this brings to a definite 
end all of the bright hopes which were 
cherished this morning. 

Prof. Rosson! went through the most 
careful examination of the illustrious 
patient, employing again what is 
known as the baccilli system. The con- 
sultation lasted over two hours. The 
patient, as one feature of the investi- 
zation, was made to pronounce the Ital- 
jan word “thirty-three,” (“trentatre,”’) 
which, in a case where there is indi- 
cated the presence of a badly-acting 
heart and serum in the pleura, to any 
one listening at the patient's side pre- 
sents a sound as if the consonants in 
the word “thirty-three” had been 
dropped. The experiment, unfortu- 
nately, proved not only the presence of 
a fluid in the pleura, but its rapid aus- 
mentation, so that it already afflicted 
the patient with the same disturbances 
that were observed last Tuesday. Ne- 
cessity for another operation is indi- 
cated. 

A state of great prostration has en- 
sued, rendering worse the affection of 
the kidneys. It is likely that an in- 
jection of salt water into the veins 
will be resorted to. The dilarr.oca 
which appeared this afternoon and oc- 
casioned the consultation ceased later. 

That the Pope fully realizes that his 
end cannot long be deferred is shown 
by the attention he has given during 
the last few days to the details of his 
final resting place. It is well known 
that he has discussed his testamentary 
dispositions and expressed his wishes 
as to the place and manner of his fu- 
neral. Admirers and worshipers of 
Pope Leo are sending in infallible rem- 
edies, which, they say, if only employed 
are sure to save the Pontiff’s life. An 
American has sent what he describes as 
an extraordinary nutritive liquid, which 
would restore the dying to health A 
South American has sent a hemor- 
rhoidal unguent in a very rich flask.

Two positive statements 
were made at the Department of State 
today. @ne was that Secretary of State 
Hay is not going to resign, and has 
never, since he entered the Cabinet, 
even contemplated resigning. The 
other statement was that the President 
and the Secretary are ip perfect ac- 
cord over every péMicy that has to do 
with the foreign relations of the United 
States government, and that they par- 
ticularly are in complete harmony in 
all the various phases of the diplo- 
matic negotiations with Russia. These 
statements did not come from Mr. 
Hay, but they come with such author- 
ity as to their accuracy as to dispose 
of reports that Mr. Hay will retire 
from the Cabinet, and also that he had 
a disagreement with his chief over 
the course to be pursued as 
Russia. 

As to the Russian business itself, its 
course will be slow, of necessity, from 
this time on, but Mr. Hay and other 
Officials of the Department of State 
who know what is transpiring, fully 
believe that the outcome will be some 
substantial victories for the United 
States. The department has at no 
time regarded the protest of the Ameri- 
can Jews against the Kishineff out- 
rages as being a possible basis of a real 
diplomatic break between this country 
and Russia.

gentiles. For years, Russia has re- 
fused to recognize American passports 
iasued to American citizens, who hap- 
pen to be Jews, and the department 
has been working constantly to have 
this insult against American citizen- 
ship removed, and negotiations with 
Russia are now in active progress.

The traveling party duly ar- 
rived at San Francisco, and were 
about to be subjected to examination 
under the prevailing law regarding 
Chinese immigrants, when Wong inter- 
posed objections. The immigration 
officials inquired of the department 
here what measures to pursue, and re- 
ceived in reply news that an arrange- 
ment had been made between the State 
Department and the Chinese Minister, 
and that the party was entitled to ad- 
mission without parley or detention. 

The basis of this understanding, as it 
now transpices, was that Vice-Commis- 
sioner Wong presented through Minis- 
ter Chen Tung a claim that he was com- 
ing in a quasi-diplomatic capacity, and 
that the Chinese with him were in ef- 
fect his secretaries and attachés on a 
special diplomatic mission to this coun- 
try.

PHOENIX (Aru) July 1%.—The 
church folk are beginning an active 
campaign directed particularly against 
the liquor element and seeking Sunday- 
closing on as drastic a plan as was 
ever provided in the blue laws of Con- 
necticut. Last night's session of the 
City Council was particularly marked 
by the presentation of a petition sighed 
by 412 citizens, praying that city or- 
dinances be enacted requiring na- 
loons, hotels, bars, wine roms, gam- 
bling houses, billiard parlors, pdool- 
rooms, bowling alleys, shooting gal- 
leries, theaters, photograph galleries. 
cigar stores and stends, drug Stores 
(except for the filling of prescriptions.) 
mereantile establishments of all lines, 
confectionery stores, ice-cream parlors, 
soda fountains, bakeries, meat markets, 
tallor shops, shoe shops, laundries, 
foundries, blacksmith shops, carpenter 
shops, paint shops and all other places 
of business and labor not necessary to 
be kept open on Sunday, within the 
city of Phoenix, to be closed at the hour 
of 12 o'clock midnight on every Satur- 
day night, and to remain closed until 
the hour of 12 o'clock Sunday night. 
The petition went to the Ordinance 
Committee. It is not likely that any 
ordinance quite so sweeping will be 
enacted, but there seems to be a ten- 
dency toward stricter regulation of 
drinking places and gamb! games. 
e County Board of upervisors 
again is struggling with the local-op- 
tion districts. About a year ago pro- 
hibition was established in 
county for the whole north side of the 
Salt River Valley, excepting only the 
city of Phoenix, closing all roadhouses 
and stopping the sale of liquor in the 
villages of Alhambra, Glendale and 
Peoria. A flaw was discovered in the 
manner of holding the election, and 
prohibition was dropped, after it had 
been operated for six months or more. 
Now the Supervisors have been called 
upon for another election, to determine 
whether or not liquor shall be sold in 
the same districts before considered.

SECRETARY'S REPORT. 

Following is a digest of the report 
of the general secretary: 

“This has been an eventful year for 
the Christian Endeavor movement. If 
its strength were in man, it would have 
been shaken. But because it is in 
God, it has stood firm and unshaken, 
coming out of each trial with new 
power and a larger hope. 

“October 1, 1902, General Secretary 
John Willis Baer, who for twelve years 
stood im this place and presented his 
inspiring reports of progress, in re- 
sponse to what he believed to be the 
call of duty, took up his work as as- 
sistant secretary of the Presbyterian 
board of home missions, thus exempli- 
fying the Christian Endeavor princi- 
ple of loyalty to our own church. In 
a few minutes we shall welcome his 
successor, Von Ogden Vogt, and a royal 
welcome it will be. 

“April 12, 1903, Easter Sunday, our 
beloved field secretary, Clarence KE. 
Eberman, died like a soldier in the 
thick of the fight. Of him as of the 
missionary apostie of the first century, 
it can be said, He fought a good fight, 
he finished his course, he kept the faith, 
and has received his crown. 

“This has also been a year 
great convention to inspire the Work- 
ers, and yet it has been a year of 
growth and expansion along every line. 

From one society, in 1881, to 64,020, 
in 1903, from one denomination to more 
than eighty, from one city to every 
country, and from fifty members to 
3,822,300, and a million and a half mare 
in societies bearing strictly sectarian 
names, but patterned after Christian 
Endeavor and gaining their inspiration 
from it. A net gain in number of so- 
cleties in one year of over two thous- 
and. 

ADDITIONS TO THE CHURCH. 

“During the past year 175,000 have 
come from the ranks of Christian En- 
deavor into the membership of the 
churches. And thousands more would 
have come if more pastors had appre- 
clated what a, magnificent field for 
evangelistic effort God had placed at 
their hand. 

“This has been a year of great mate- 
rial prosperity, and most seductive ap- 
peals from the secular side of life 
There never was a time when so many 
things, good in themselves, but bad 
when given the supreme place, appealed 
to young people as today. : 

“But the letters C. K. have stood not 
only for Christian Endeavor, but also 
for Christ exalted. And because of this 
fact some who think more of fash‘on 
than of faith, of society than of soul, 
may have been—allenated, yet the 
movement has made a steady gain all 
along the line. 

GIFTS FOR BENEVOLENCE. 

“But these young people have not 
only given themselves, they have also 
given their money. In addition to their 
gifts in other channels. the societies 
gave last year for an aver- 
age of over $50 for each society 
actual detailed reports. A total for all 
the societies that would have to be ex- 
pressed in millions.

MISSIONARY VOLUNTEERS. 

“During the Boer War. many Chris- 
tian Endeavor societies were organized 
in the prison camps in Ceylon, St. 
Helena and Bermuda, with several 
thousand members. Since the return 
of these men to South Africa, 200 have 
volunteered for missionary work. and 
the Dutch Reformed Church has te 
a training school for them in Worces- 
ter, South Africa. We hold in high 
honor the little group of five missionary 
volunteers around the Haystack at 
Williamstown, Mass. What shall we 
— of the 200 Endeavorer missionary 
volunteers in South Africa? 

“I would that I had time to tell you 
what Christian Endeavor is doing on 
our men-of-war and merchant vessels, 
for the soldiers in their tents, for the 
prisoners in our prisons and reforma- 
tories. Long before Mrs. Booth thought 
of the “House of Hope,“ our Endeav- 
orers had gone to the prisons with the 
“Star of Hope,” and hundreds of men 
bless God that Christian Endeavor 
found a place of service behind the 
prison walls. In institutions for the 
deaf, dumb and blind we have also 
found a place for loving Christ-like 
service. 

“The flexibility and adaptability of 
Christian Endeavor is not as generally 
appreciated as it should be. It works 
in country church or city: on the ave- 
nue or in the slums; in America or Af- 
rica. You can have three committees or 
thirty. You can take the model pledge 
or write a better one. You can call it a 
pledge, a covenant, a declaration, or 
anything else that suits you. It is the 
idea, the ideal, not the mere words, 
that is of value. You can do anythin 
with it that a reasonable church an 
pastor wants to have done. 

“It is nota perpetual motor: it will 
not run itself. It is A method, not a 
machine. The quality of its work de- 
pends upon the quality of its member- 
ship. For its largest success k needs 
the leadership of its pastor, the sym- 
pathy of the church, and the oo- 
operation of the home. Its local unions 
offer an invaluable opportunity to mass 
the Christian forces of a community, to 
smite sin, and strengthen every right- 
eous cause. It has been used of God to 
train in testimonyy and service; to show 
therm how to work together; to reveal 
the needs of the world: to exalt the 
church and her work; to deepen our 
love for our own church; to cast out 
jealousy of other churches; to Increase 
the spirit of interdenominational fel- 
lowship; to promote peace by uniting 
the young Christians of the world in 
the bonds of Christian love and serv- 
‘ce: and to hasten the coming of the da 
when we shall all be one in the love an 
service of our common Lord and Mas- 
ter.”

RESIDENT LOUBET'S 
‘FAREWELL TO ENGLAND.

BRITISH FLOTILLA ESCORTS HIM

Notwithstanding Earliness of His De- 
parture Route from St. James’ Palace 


to Railroad Station Thronged With 
People Who Display Much Enthus- 
iasm. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 


LONDON, July 9—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] Despite the earliness of his de- 
parture, the route from St. James Pal- 
ace to the railroad station was thronged 
and British “hurrahs’ and French 
Vive Loubets” reéchoed throughout the 
streets until President Loubet had en- 
tered the station. Here the nation’s 
guest was met by the King and the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of Con- 
naught, Premier Balfour, other minis- 
ters, members of the French Embassy 
and a crowd of military and other of- 
ficials. 

As M. Loubet's carriage drew up. 
King Edward advanced with out- 
stretched hand, and, taking the Pres- 
ident familiarly by the arm, led him 
through the walting-room to the royal 
ear. For a few minutes the King and 
the President stood talking with much 
animation. King Edward ped M. 
Loubet's right hand, and shook it with 
extreme cordiality, while with the left 
hand he patted the President on the 
shoulder. 

After renewed handshaking His Maj- 
esty showed the President into the roya! 
car and stood chatting with him until 
the train pulled out amid cheers and 
shouts of “Vive Loubet,” mingled with 
the strains of the “Marseillaise.” Pres- 
ident Loubet stdéd at a wi of the 
car waving his handkerchief, until the 
royal special disappeared from view. 

Upon his arrival at Dover, M. Loubet 
embarked on the French cruiser Gui- 
chen, and the vessel sailed at once to 
Calais, escorted by a British terpedo 
flotilla and followed by farewell sa- 
lutes from the fleet and castle. Befcre 
his departure from Dover, President 
Loubet telegraphed to King Edward, 
thanking him for the hearty reception 
accorded him, “as the republic of 
France, the friend of England.”

ably done more than anything else to 
bring unionism into disrepute. He is 
undoubtedly the active cause of more 
than four-fifths of the strikes which 
cause so much loss to employers anid 
employés, and so much demoraliza- 
tion to business in general. If it were 
not for the pernicious activity of the 
walking delegate, a very large pro- 
portion of the differences between 
employers and their workmen could 
and would be amicibly settled. Al- 
most without exception, employers 
object, and properly so, to having a 
third party “butt in” between them 
and the men who work for them. 
It is not alone the mere fact of in- 
terference from the outside that is 
objectionable, but the walking dele- 
Bate is, more often than not, intoler- 


pedly offensive in the manner of his 


interference, assuming the right to 
dictate to the employer in many mat- 
ters vital to the conduct of his busi- 
ness, No employer who has even a 
modicum of the true American spirit 
of independence will submit to such 
dictation from a meddling mounte- 
bank who knows little or nothing of 
the business and who has no possible 
interest in its management. 

The walking delegate, by, his 
brusque ways, his unWarranted as- 
sumptions of authority, and his offen- 
sive methods in general, creates need- 
less antagonism at the beginning of a 
lebor controversy, and thus, often, 
renders an amicable settlement im- 
possible, when the trouble might 
easily have been adjusied if the em- 
ployers and their workmen had got 
together and talked the matter over 
in a friendly spirit, with no irritating 
meddiesomeness from outsiders to 
mar the harmony. The walking dele- 
gate is generally paid, by those whom 
he dupes and betrays, a much larger 
salary than he could possibly earn by 
working at his trade, and in order 
that he may make an appearance of 
earning his salary he is constantly 
stirring up strife where none existed 
before. Thus the industrial world is 
kept in an almost constant turmoil, 
to the loss and inconvenience of ev- 
erybody concerned—employers, work- 
men, and the general public. 

All efforts to get rid of the walking 
delegate have thus far been unsuc- 
cessful. Being a parasite upon the 
body of organized lebor, he has clung 
with all the tenacity which voracious 


ever, is not without hope. The fact 
that the walking delegate is doing 
deadly and continuous evil to the 
cause of union labor is beginning to 
penetrate the understanding of union- 
iets themselves, and there is a grow- 
Ing sentiment in their ranks in favor 
of either abolishing the office alto- 
gether or taking away from it the 
dangerous power which it now car- 
ries. This sentiment is clearly and 
‘forcibly expressed in a public state- 
ment by George P. Sullivan, the 
“plumber Mayor” of Derby, Ct. Mr. 
Sullivan is a labor unionist, was for- 
merly president of the Derby Cen- 
tral Labor Union, and headed ~ the 
ticket which defeated the Republicans 
at the last election in that city. He 
speaks as a friend of union labor, not 
as ah enemy, hence his words ought 
to have weight with labor unionists 
everywhere. He declares that the 
walking delegate is “a ‘grafter,’ prey- 
ing on union labor,” and that the 
best thing labor unions can do is to 
abolish the office. “I believe,” says 
Mr. Sullivan, “his days are numbered. 
The walking delégates have run the 
wnions more in the interest of them- 
selves than that of the membere. 
Power concentrated in the hands of a 
few excludes the many, and such ex- 
clusion is un-American and contrary 
to the original trade-union principles.” 
The words of this “plumber Mayor” 
on the walking delegate are worth 
quoting in full. He continues: 
“Recent startling revelatfons have 
shown that the walking delegate is a 
detriment, not a benefit. There are 


tion from both sides, holding the 
one position where this can be done. 
These union agents are fast giving 
labor a black eye and the best thing 
that trade unions can do is to banish 
the whole lot of them. The individual 
unions know best what they want, 
what is fair for them to have, and 
what their employers are able to grant. 
I never have believed in high-salaried 
officials. The unions cannot afford to 


time of 
strikes they then have it for strike 
benefits and it is not all in the pock- 
ets of out-of-town officials. Commit- 
tees from the locals should deal with 
individual strikes or grievances. These 
should either serve without pay for 
the good of the cause, or receive only 
the same wages that they are able to 
earn at their trades. 

“If unions would abolish big sal- 
aries, railroad mileage, hotel bills, 
and innumerable other miscellanéous 
expenses attendant on a general head- 
quarters a vast sum could quickly be 
raised. 

“The so-called recognition of the 
union amounts to nothing. In my 
opinion it is chiefly for the benefit 
of the walking delegate. He uses it 
as a lever to widen the breach between 
capital and laber, foment trouble, and 
incidentally hold his job. When the 
employé asks union wages and hours 
and the employer grants them, that ts 
enough. 

_ “Tt is not necessary that 8 
be inserted in the labor contract call- 
ing specifically for recognition of the 
union. Wages and hours onstitute 
the fullest extent to which In justice 
it can be pressed. The ‘recog- 
nition’ is simply the tool of the walk-

This is a sensible view of the ques- 
tion. Coming from a prominent labor 
unionist, it is significant. If all mem- 
bers of labor wnions held such views. 
and dared to put them into practice, 
we should have fewer labor strikes, 
leas interference with business, and 
greater industrial prosperity, 
ployers would be more kindly dis- 
posed toward their employés if the 
walking delegate and his meddlesome 
methods were eliminated from the 
problem, and the great majority of. 
labor disputes would probably be set- 
amicably. Labor unionists in al) 
parts of the country would do wel! 
to follow the above advice from one 
promient in their councils, and abol- 
ish the walking delegate.

Ward's 
reply to the toast of her health was 
especially happy. and she concluded by 
remarking that so far as noveliets were 
concerned they could not do better than 
read. mark and learn the advice of 
dear Oliver Wendell Holmes, “Crow 
gently if in luck, own up, and shut 
up” as soon as the public got tired of 
them.

terprises. This is the decision said to 
have been reached by the stockholders 


of the latter company. Just where they 
will establish their new plant, in the 
event that an arrangement cannot be 
made with the railroad company, hos 
rot been determined. Speaking of the 
present situation, W. W. Beach, mana- 
ger of the cannery, said 

“We are now ready to our 
business, but are simply holding off on 
account of a location. Our plan is to 
expend between $5000 and $8000 in buy-

Mr. Beach said his company has been 
trying to find another location near 
San Pedro, but as the railroad com- 
pany practically controls everything on 
the west side of the harbor it is no easy 
task.
